Army in this Colony, 


. Over 2,000 appllentions have been 
received from soldiers tn Hongkong to 
attend clusses under the Wartime 
Educatlow Scheme, started three months 
ago. The scheme {ts purely voluntary, 
and the tlasses are held during the 
soldier's = recrention . perjods—mainly 
from 6 fo 8 in the evening. 


The Army Authortties have attempt- 
ed fo provide for all ‘needs, varying 
from psycholony to boot-inaking, To 
meet varioun demands the assistance of 
the Hongkong Government Education 
services haa been sought and freely 
given, In addition, the co-operation of 
ti number of lending firms in the Colony 
hog proved of great, value. 


‘So far of possible the Instructors 
‘have been found within the Army, but 
so’ popular nre some of the courses, 
particularly in certaln languages, wire- 
less telegraphy ond commercial sub- 
jects, that classen have had to be 
duplicated and additional teachers from

Issue Remains In -Balance 


(War Commentary by “Annalist”) 
LONDON, Sept. 7 (Reuter ).—Throughout | the week-end, 


the battle for Lertingrad continued unabated. 


The issue re- 


mains in the balance: the Soviet communique is reticent, report- 
ing only that fighting continues, while oven the Germans merely 
fall back upon tho accustomed-formula that operations continue 


“according to plan.” A 

Despite the huge effort the 
Germans are making, it. seems 
that thoy have nothing conercte 
to report since their claim two 
days ago that Leningrad was 
under shell-fire, 

Even-Lf this claim ts true, it fs not 
particularly significant for it may be 
noted that Odessa, Tobrule nnd even 
Dover oll along have ‘been under 
German shell-fire, but are far from 
being in German hands. 

Nevertheless it would be foolish to 
underrate tho seriousness of the Ger- 
man thrust on Leningrad and no 
doubt it js Just because the Russians 
realise the strategic importance of 
that city they are now exerting such 
atrenuous efforts to defend it,

Should Leningrad fll ot any time 
before the winter sets in, It might 
leave a section of the Nazi army free 
to sweep inwards’ towards Moscow 
and in additjon would give them in 
the: port of Leningrad a valuable 
supply base free from mud ond snow 
though not from {ce, for it should be 
noted that the Gulf of Finland 1s 
iee-covered throughout the winter 
months. :
